a person for each week. 

Since then the situation has be 
come steadily worse. In Novem- 
ber, as compared with October, 
the factories of the United States 
fired 126,000 persons. This is just 
the beginning. Over the last three 
years, according to A. F. of L. 
figures, unemployment has in 
creased more than a miljon from 
December to January.

* Governor Merriam is quick to take action, when that action 
can be used as a means of fighting militant working class organ- 
izations whose. aim it is to organize for better working and living 
conditions.

There is little doubt but that the main point on the agenda 
of the “‘crime conference,’ whether in public session or in star 
chamber proceedings, will be devising ways and means for closer 
co-operation between cities and states in attempting to “‘curb 
Communist activities.” This means devising more efficient meth- 
ods of strike-breaking and more uniform machinery for launching 
widespread terror against all militant trade unions and_ other 
working class organizations. 

The reign of terror against: the militant working class along 
the whole coast which followed the late maritime and general 
strike, with mass. arrests, raids on headquarters and workers’ 
homes and wholesale intimidation, failed to accomplish the bosses’ 
aim of smashing the revolutionary movement. j 


Merriam and the large corporations behind him know that 
the Communist Party is continuing to give militant leadership to 
the struggles of the workers and poor farmers. They are getting 
ready to attempt to crush those struggles, and it is largely with 
this in mind that Merriam is calling the conference of (capitalist) 
law enforcement officials of the western. states.

THE METALLURGY OF 
STEEL AND WAR NEEDS 


The technical structure of the 
iron and steel industry is a cam- 
plicated one. It uses a largce 
number of, special chemical and 
mechanical processes. 

The scientific advances in. steel 
manufacture alone. have exerted 
decisive influences in) determining 
the industrial and = therefore the 
military value, of iren ore de- 
posits in) various countries.: One 
example will help) to, make this 
clear: 

The original Bessemer 
required an acid-producing lining 
the converter The steel made 
by the original Bessemer process 
needed pig iron without any phos- 
phorous or else with an extreme 
ly low phosphorous content. 

VYhere -was then developed an 
improved process which, without 
going into hiehly technical de- 
tails, consisted mainly of lining 
the crucible with dolomite—in add- 
ins a-certaim amount of lime and 
bringings into the process a MWIN- 
ture ‘of carbonate of dime and 
macnesia,

#® More Phosphorous. 


This new process made it possi- 
ble for the steel industry in Eur- 
ope to nse iron ore that contained 
more than 2 per cent of phos- 
phorous. This technical advance 
in the manufacture of — steel 
chaneved to some extent the bal 
ance of power among the Teur- 
opean nations. This proeess made 
it possible to use the low erade, 
iron ores with a high phosphor- 
ous content in central Furope and 
Alsace- Lorraine, and even the 
mavnetie iron ores of Sweden for 


the steel industry. 

For the requirements in the 
manufacture of high vrade steel 
used in) modern warfare these 
ores prevjousty, had been unsuit- 
able. 

The immense improvement in 
the metal composition of rifles. 
the various types of artillery. and 
<o 6 6forth, the technical improve- 
ments in the effieteness of ex: 
plosives such as smokeless pow 
der, guncotton. and so forth—ail 
of which while increasin: the 
muzzle velocity of projectiles 
place ai greatly increased strain 
on the weanon—broucht anew 
factor into the auestion of natur- 
al resources as the main basis for 
Inilitary power. 

# Armor Plates. 

The increased fire power of the 
various types of arms and_ the 
ereatly increased velocity. of pro- 
jiectiles made armor plates neces- 
sarv for defense. The extremely 


high heat generated by the new- 
est explosives made it necessary 
to develop more resistant steels 
for rifles, cannon, and forth. 
Tt follows that it was mecessary, 
therefore. to develop higher 
erades of sfeel for working up 
the matertils used in the manu- 
facture of these weapons. At 
the same time it became neces- 
sary for the ordnance experts to 
develop harder and tougher com- 
positions of steel for armor plate. 

These two iniitary necessities— 
both of which are bound up with 
the ordinary peaceful productive 
processes of the modern iron and

steel industry—nirde the posses- 
sion of, ar. stabilized source ot 
supply of certain minerals used 


‘ay hardening and toughening stecl, 
a fundamental military question, 

In the ‘manufacture of fire arms, 
nrojiectiles and armor nlates, cer- 
tain of these alloy minerals are 
a primary necessity. The connec- 
tion of so-called neace time indus- 
trv with the military needs of an 
imperialist nation is easily shown 
by the fact that modern motor 
vehicles. automobiles, trucks. 
high speed railway transport and 
airplanes—reauire stecl allovs of 
unusual hardness and tensile 
strength.

During 
metals chiefly used in the manu- 
facture of high grade; steel were 
tungsten, nickel—a_ basic metal 


used in comparatively large quan- 
tities for making armor plate— 
chromium, vanadium, zirconium. 


At the time of America’s entry 
into the World War the supply 
of these alloy metals in this coun- 
try was very low. Furthermore, 
since it had always been possible 
previously to import these raw 
materials eheaply, very little at- 
‘tention had been paid to discovy- 
ering and developing domestic de- 
posits. 

For example, 
Brazil was the main source of 
zirconium. 3ut under the pres- 
sure of military necessities domes- 
tic production of zirconium was 
‘developed in certain sections of 
the Southern states and the metal 
mining areas of the West. 


NICKEL AND WAR 


Practically .all available depos- 
its of nickel are in Canada. Pre- 
dictions, | of course, are always 
risky, but if one thinks in terms 
of the military necessities of a 
great imperialist power, if 1s im 
conceivable that the ruling jclass 
of the United States, in the event 
of war with its main imperialist 
rival, Great Britain, would allow 
anything to interfere with the 
continuous_supply. of nickel-to its.

The needs of the artillerv alone 
made it necessary to build and 
equip huge repair shops at the 
base.- Many of these = artillery 
base repair shops were larger 
than ‘the factories where the ar- 
tillery and its auxiliary equipment 
were manufactured. 


AMMUNITION REQUIRE- 
MENTS. 


The incredible amounts of am- 
munition used by guns of all cal- 
ibres in the World War has been 
mentioned. However, some more 
concrete comparisons will make 
this point still more clear: 

In the battle of Gettysburg dur- 
ing the Civil War the Union Ar- 
mv fired an average of approxi 
matelv 33 rounds of artillery am- 
munition per- gun. In the battle 
of St. Mihiel, the American forces 
alone fired over one_ million 
rounds of artillery ammunition. 
At the battle of the Somme the 
British forces alone fired four mil- 
lion rounds of artillery ammuni- 


tion, 
In the Civil War gunners of 
the Union artillery fired on an 


average four rounds of ammuni- 
tion per gun per day. The enorm- 
ous increase in the demands made 
by modern warfare gn the iron 
and steel industry is shown by 
the recorded fact that from Jan. 
1 to Nov. 11, 1918, the average 
daily expenditure per gun for the 
American forces ‘was thirty 
rounds, thirty-four for the French, 
and thirty-five for the British.

Your thesis on machinerv smash- 
ing or Sabotage in the Capitalist 
sense of the word, is of course 
wholly correct. as any Communist 
will readily see. 

However, let us itake ai look 
at working class history and see 
what the working class neanine 
of the word was. Sabotave in 
lancuage of the French ‘workers 
means ar meant the same as 
slecan “resist speed-up”. Sabot 
—Shoe used bv railroad workers 
meont brake shoe..or slow un 
nroduction..“A poor dvs work 
for a poor davs pay”. The word 
came to mean this to all the work- 
ers and was used by them te 
“resist speed-up” jist as “caccam 
nv was used by British worker: 
to mean the same _ thing. 

Machine smashing as a tacti¢ 
was not orivinated- nor used by 
the proletariat. This. silly” tactic 
is. reaction, not revolution. = It 
eriginated among the dispasessed 
small manufacturers and. artisans 
and the petty bourgeoisie in. re- 
volt avainst the introduction of 
machinery into industry. The 
Communists as the vanguard of 
the proletariat certainly reject 
this tactic. 
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I think you will agree, ow- 
ever, that vou were unwise in 
saying, “Sabétage in an_ effort 
to bring pressure to bear upon 
the emplover used by. Syndi- 
calists.” Granted the Syndicalists 
inalign Communists, granted we 
must expose these misleaders of 
labor. but we do. not netessarily 
oid this desirable end by nublish- 
ing such statements. This is 
especially so now that the Con 
nvnists are sincerely. advancing 
united front proposals 
larly in Spain) to the sincere 
followers of the Syndicalist move- 
ment. It seems to me a much 
more prudent and wiser way. -to 
have handled this point — would 
have been to denv. of course, that 
Communists would ever use ma- 
chine smashine and. terrorist acts 
as a means cither to try to win 
1 strike or eventual, emancipation 
from ware slavery, without men 
tioning the stand of other organ: 
zotions. Why should- we’ conv 
Dliment Svndicalists by mention 
ing them in our press?

Their wages. rtin from to 
$75 a week, they receive Feat 
vacation with pay yearly, they all 
own stock im the T, T..& T. and 
are all eligible to pensions. AS 
all the younger men were laid 
off in ’31, '32, and '33, they aver-
